ENFRANCHISE WOMAN NOW, 
SAYS REV YORK SENATOR 


“From now on every woman must be 
directly affected by a vast majority of 
the activities of government,” said 
Senator Cakier of New York, speaking 
on the floor of theTJnlted States senate 
on March 12. 
"If we are convinced 
that democracy is sound in principle, if 
we ars determined to protect and ex­ 
tend and perpetuate the system, must 
we not concede to women the right and 
must we not ask them to assume the 
obligation of a suiting to direct the 
coarse of the state and nation? 
"There are those who ritfan that this 
Is no time to consider the question of 
woman suffrage, but the question of 
suffrage at this time is not only the 
right of women, but it is also a ques­ 
tion of war-time efficiency for a coun­ 
try struggling in the throes of this 
great world war. 
"Men and women today are ready, as 
they have never been ready before in 
history, to give themselves, their life’s 
blood, the things they hold nearest and 
dearest, for a cause which is greater 
than personal gain, a cause which 
means freedom to the world. 
"There are those who say that wo­ 
men do not want to vote; that when 
they have the vote they do not use it. 
“The fact that women do want the 
vote was proved by the signature of 
the 1,020,215 women now in the pos­ 
session of the New York State Woman 
Suffrage Party.

no suffrage state has suffrage ever 
been regretted or revoked after it one* 
was given to women; that in every auf

German Drive Continues. 
Paris, May 31.—The Germans continue to push south 
of Fere-en-Tardenois, according to the latest advices 
reaching Paris but neither Chateau Thierry nor Dormans 
has fallen to them. There is reason to hope that Chataeu 
Thierry, on the river Marne, will be saved. The extreme 
point of the German advance is in Le Channel, about two 
miles north of the river Marne, according to outline of the 
battlefront as marked out by a newspaper correspondent, 
the Havas agency says. 


(By the Associated Press) 
With American Army in France, 
May 31.—German airmen made a 
pretenious air raid on the area be­ 
hind the American lines in Picardy 
last night dropping bombs on all 
sides of one of the largest hospitals 
in a town many miles to the rear 
of the battle front .American and 
French wounded were carried to cell­ 
ars and caves by American nurses 
and Red Cross members .Only a few 
were injured by flying glass.

In the 
center the Germans made a slight 
advance north of the Marne. Fur­ 
ther east and also northwest and 
north of Rheims all German efforts 
were vain. The French by a counter 
attack won back the town of Thil- 
lois, west of Rheims. Withdrawing 
before the German onslaught in the 
Ailette region the French fell back 
on positions north of Blerancourt, 
nine miles southeast of Noyon, and 
Epagny, seven miles northwest of 
Soissons.

and examinations either in France or

The first “all women’s hospital’* unit 
to go to the front has arrived in 
France, This is the Women's Oversea 
Hospitals, II. S. A., backed by the Na­ 
tional American Woman Suffrage As­ 
sociation. 
It is a matter of special elation 
among suffragists that this first wom­ 
en’s unit should have gone out from 
the New York Infirmary for Women 
and Children, the institution founded 
by the great pioneer suffragist physi­ 
cian, Dr. Elisabeth Blackwell, in 1854. 
The unit was formally accepted by 
the French government in August It 
could not be offered to the United 
States government because women are 
not eligible to the United States Med­ 
ical Reserve Corps. 
The director of the unit it Dr. Caro­ 
line Finley, who hee been in France 
since November. The unit’s
